This week’s striking of a mill rate of 73 ~ an increase 
of Il mills over 1966 ~ is going to add fuel to the fire as 
far as those taxpayers who oppose the new arena are 
concerned, The 272 persons who signed a petition asking 
for a plebiscite before Council proceeds with borrowing 
an additional $50,000 for an arenaover $75,000 borrowing 
approved last year, have decidedly strong views against 
the project, It appears that they are gaining wider 
support as time passes, 

Councillor Donais has questioned the type of building 
being planned, but Councillor Bakker’s has been the lone 
voice opposed to the project, In this situation a vigorous 
debate on the pros and cons by Council has not taken 
place, 

Indeed the majority of the town fathers seem to be 
in a tearing rush to get the building underway - details 
can be troned out later, Unfortunately those pesky 
details can turn out to be frightfully expensive sometimes, 

In view of the high mill rate just struck, this haste 
ts difficult to understand, 

There Is no doubt that a fine arena would be a decided 
asset to the town, with its concentration of young 
families, There may be doubt as to whether the tax- 
ayers can afford it, The fact that an arena will cost 
nore to build in the future does not establish that 
we can afford it now, 

Dormitory towns have their advantages - St, Albert 
is indeed a pleasant place to live, Which is why most 
of us are here, But perhaps we cannot have our cake 
and eat it too, A good many of our residents, and they 
include the more financially able, belong to clubs in 


the city where their families can swim, skate, bowl, 
curl etc, etc, Y facilities are also used extensively, 
and thus to some extent many recreational facilities 


in our dormitory community may verge on a luxury 
rather than a necessity, We believe that the arena is 
one we should most certainly have - and that it should 
take priority over other major sports facilities, Under 
good management it can operate with considerably less 
annual cost than the pool and possibly even at a profit, 
Such a bullding would be used six months of the year 
once an ice plant Is added, and possibly for year round 
activities as well, if the location ts the right one, 

While we are in full support of building an arena in 
St, Albert, we feel that the petitioners in this case 
should have been paid more attention by Council and that 
a slow down on the project ts inarder, so that the public 
may be fully {nformed on fust what type of an arena 
they are going to get, bow {t will be managed and fairly 
close estimates on original building costs and operating 


costs,

tt was sow Christmas Eve - Ka-aipa-ayam-itiak 
(The -time-we-pray-at-naight), Although still weak 
Father Lacombe had to bestir himself, He had 
spent the first days in the lodge of Chief Sweet- 
Grass, but sow he showed the materials for his 
house-tent to the Indians and asked them to set it 
up, They complied with delight; it was an honour 
to have anything to do in connection with this 
novelty, 


When Father Lacombe was installed the old men 
gathered about Mis doorway, Awed by the elegance 
of his domicile they were a first shy about 
entering, 


But they soon found their way in with their 
pipes and philosophy and made themselves 
entirely at home , . . until Father Lacombe hai 
to clear the room to hear the confessions of thase 
who were already Christian, 


For the first time on the praine rather La- 
combe was to exercise his priest’s privilege of 
celebrating three Masses on this one day of the 
year, From his doorway, when the bell had 
called the camp to attention, he announced that 
all the chiefs and hunters were to attend the first 
Mass, the women the second, while the Mass after 
daylight was to be for the children,

“The Holy Gospel tells us that the shepherds of 
the valley of Bethlehem came to the stable to 
adore the divine Child, And here tonight in this 
wild country in North America another kind of 
shepherds --the shepherds of the great flocks of 
buffalo-- are kneeling down to adore the same 
Child Jesus, the Son of God, that layon the straw 
in Bethlehem in the far east,”’ 


“‘And when these old shepherds began to sing 
the canticles of the Church in their own tongue =~

the women of the camp who came uniting 
thelr voices in sacred song, The Sacrifice was 
concluded and the women dismissed, 


Father Lacombe, now thoroughly weak, felt his 
head reel with faintness as fi did during that 
awful fortnight on the prairfas, and in blind haste 
he packed away the altar fittings and threw 
himself down on the buffalo-skins to rest, The 
warm skins enveloped him; the earth welcomed 


him and breathed repose through him, Sleep 
closed his eyes, 
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Morinville, 

Is the picture shown on the fence above a work of 
art? Certainly not, Is it the prank of young children 
at play? No indeed, It is a sample of the senseless 
stupid destruction going on in many communities, and 
the type of vandalism which some local persons have 
been caught doing, 

In all fairness it must be said that this destructive- 
ness is the work of a minority element, but it certainly 
tarnishes the good work of the majority who do try to 
beautify their property, I also reflects badly on the 
community as a whole, 

How can this kind of behaviour, along with stealing cars, 
opening fire hydrants, damaging gardens and buildings, 
the increasing number of young people using streets and 
roads for speed tracks, be stopped? Where does the 
flowing supply of liquor to minors come from? 


’ With very few exceptions most communities need no 


more new laws, But what most communities do need Is 
the enforcement without exception of the basic traffic 
and liquor control laws presently on the statute books, 
Such enforcement must have the full support of ALL 
adults in the community in order to accomplish its 
purpose, This means that adults who break liquor 
regulations and traffic laws must be punished according 
to the law regardless of social standing, the effect on 
their jobs or any excuse to rationalize violations of 
the laws, 

For it is up to the adults to provide the firm and wise 
leadership which will set a fine example to the young 
people, If the adults and community leaders do not set 
a high standard then it becomes impossible to teach 
© high standard of citizenship to the young people, 

Meanwhile the price of destructiveness is borne by 
all taxpayers and the costs are rising, Do you not agree 
that it is time for the adults to look to the quality of 
leadership they are providing, and to take a strong 
stand to check the current wave of vandalism in our 
community,
